The  house  now  known  as  Leigh  Court  is  only  one  of  the  outbuildings 
of  the  original  'court'  of  the  Colles's  and  Devereux* s,  which  was  burnt 
many  years  ago.

M  Braunsf  ord  *  s  chancel"  is  now  an  organ  chamber,  .and  has 
a  boarded  floor,  under  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  tombs  of  William  Colles 
(l55o),  Robert  Colies  (1618),  and  Katharine  Colles  (lclh.)  lie  undisturbed. 

In  the  chancel,  besides  the  tombs  above  described,  is  a  beau¬ 
tiful,  white  marble  monument  to  Sir  Walter  Devereux  and  his  wife  -  and 
another,  much  inferior,  to  their  son  Essex  Devereux,  with  his  wife  and  in¬ 
fant  son,  .on  whose  early  death  the  family  became  extinct. 

In  Nash's  time  the  whole  church,  and  especially  the  chancel, 

were  so  shamefully  ruinous  that  he  inserted  engravings  of  the  Colles  and 

Devereux  tombs  in  his  books,  lest  the  memory  of  "a  respectable  family  that 
lived  here  and  maintained  hospitality  shoudl  bo  lost."  The  church  has  now- 
been  very  well  restored;  though  a  good  specimen  of  the  Jacobean  pulpit, 
plain  and  unoffending,  has  been  removed  to  make  room  for  a  very  beautiful 
modern  one.  Those  who  wish  to  see  a  fine  specimen  (now  rather  rare)  of  an 
unrestored  parish  church  in  all  its  squalor,  should  visit  Suckley. 

The  story  of  Old  Coles  is  mentioned  by  Job  Colles  in  his  history 
of  the  family.

William  Colles,  son  of  Humphrey  Colles  of  the  Middle  Temple,  is 
13  years  too  young  for  William  of  Doughill,  who  was  3'l>  not  21,  in  1619  - 
find  "William  Colles  of  London,  Merchant, '*  bnother-in-law  of  Humphrey,  is 
excluded  by  the  fact  of  his  wife  having  been  Anne  Colles,  not  Lucia  Thomp¬ 
son.

at  the  great  faght  of  Leipsic  city  in  ye  yeare  1631;  and  was  honoured 
with  ye  gift  of  one  of  ye  King  Cf  Swedes , '  Gustavus ,  Swordes,  with  a  sil¬ 
ver  handle,  and  whose  hurt  was  grievous  for  24  years/1  The  "Sworde"  was 
handed  down  as  an  heir-loom  to  his  grand-nephew,  William  Colies  of  Abbey- 
vale,  who  setting  a  great  value  on  it  as  a  r^ic,  and  wishing  to  ore  serve 
it  in  some  other  shape  than  that  of  an  old  fashioned  and  useless* implement, 
had  ios  hilt  worked  into  a  pair  of  buckles  with  an  inscription  in  verse 
on  them,  and  later  on,  in  London,  in  the  year  1612,  his  son  Richard  had 
them  made  into  small  goblets,  and  the  mounting  of  a  snuff  box  formed  from 
a  shell,  wnich  be3.  onged  to  Barry  Colles  of  Kilcollen,  and  is  represented 
in  one  of  his  pictures.  Job  Golles  compiled  some  notes  on  the  history  of 
the  family,  in  which  he  mentions  the  legend  of  t?01d  Coles's"  ghost.  He 
had  issue  one  daughter,  Mary,  who  married  William  Stephens,  and  had  by  him 
two  children,  of  whom  nothing  is  known.

ren  died  of  cold  and  hunger,  as  did  countless  others  at  that  dreadful  time. 
In  the  words  of  a  contemporary  writer  "the  rebels  attacked  the  Protestants 
only,  leaving  the  English  Papists,  as  well  as  the  Irish,  untouched.  Some 
were  killed,  all  stripped,  some  almost,  others  altogether  naked,  not  respec¬ 
ting  women  and  sucking  infants.  Many  perished  by  famine  and  cold,  travel¬ 
ling  naked  through  frost  and  snow,  the  rest  recovering  Dublin  in  the  same 
distress  for  bread  and  clothes. " 

William  Colles  subsequently  passed  over  bo  England  where  on  loth 
June  1646  he  was  married  to  Elizabeth,  (daughter  of  Christopher  Hurt  (or 
Hart)  of  Coventry,  and  of  his  wife,  Mice  Magdalene,  daughter  of  Robert 
Allibone,  Esq.,  of  Tuckbrook.  By  this  lady  (who  was  born  July  1625,  and 
died  August  27th,  1690)  he  had  issue  six  children,  besides  many  others 
who  died  in  infancy. 

In  September  1656  he  returned  to  Ireland  to  repair  his  fortunes, 
and  in  February  1658/9  he  took  a  house  in  Skinner  Row,  and  engaged  in 
buying  and  shipping  merchandise  to  London.  His  son  William  in  his  journal, 
and  in  the  history  of  his  own  life,  mentions  more  than  once  his  having 
bought  and  shipped  to  London  "merchandise  for  his  father."  His  son's  ab¬ 
stracts  of  Invoices  are  unintelligible  from  abbreviations :  the  largest  sum 
laid  out  is  £435.16.2,  but  it  is  said  that  he  was  also  a  "philosophical 
instrument  maker,51  alias  an  optician.  He  died  on  19th  February,  1678/9. 

ROSE  COLLES,  only  daughter  of  William  of  Dough il 1 ,  was  born  in

efficacious,  though  now  superseded.  Such  was  the  impression  that  his  abil¬ 
ities  made  on  the  common  people  that  to  this  day  (1002)  his  feats  are 
proverbial  among  them,  and  they  speak  of  him  as  a  necromancer.*14*

WILLIAM  COLLES  of  Millmount,  Kilkenny,  son  of  William  of  Abbeyp  • 
vale,  was  born  in  the  year  1745?  and  received  his  education  in  the  cele¬ 
brated  Quaker  School  at  Ballitore  in  Co.  Kildare,  founded  and  carried  on 
for  many  years  by  the  Shackle tons,  father  and  son,  in  which  school  also 
the  great  orator  and  statesman,  Edmund  Burke,  had  some  years  oreviously 
been  educated.  Though  not  a  school  contemporary  of  Burke,  William  subse¬ 
quently  made  3urke f  s  acquaintance ,  and  when  visiting  London  on  one  occasion 
was  an  honoured  guest  in  his  house . 

In  his  young  days  after  leaving  school  he  was  rather  unsettled, 
and  it  is  on  record  t  -at  being  unwilling  to  take  to  business,  as  his  father, 
was  most  desirous  he  should  do,  he,  accompanied  by  another  youth,  ran  away 
from  home  with  the  object  of  going  to  sea.  They  tramped  from  Kilkenny 
to  Cork,  where  they  were  recognised  by  a  friend  of  William's  father  who 
had  been  asked  to ‘hive  then  looked  out  for  in  case  they  should  have  gone 
that  way,  and  were  sent  back  to  their  homes.

by  his  will  he  beaueathed  as  an  heir-loom  to  his  descendants.  The  Gollego 
also  adorned  their  hall  with  his  full-length  portrait  by  Grogan,  and  their 
museum  with  a  marble  bust  executed  by  Mirke* 

In  the  year  l8)il,  finding  his  health  still  declining,  he  resigned 
his  appointment  in  Stevens*  Hospital.  Kis  practice  however  continued  al¬ 
most  to  the  close  of  his  career,  which  took  place,  after  much  occasional 
suffering,  on  the  1st  December,  181.J.3,  In  the  7.1st  year  of  his

” About  the  middle  of  last  month  our  cousin,  Surgeon  Abraham  Colies 
sufierea  so  much  as  to  make  everyone  of  wish  that  all  was  over.  His  pain" 
ease a  on  the  last  day  of  the  month,  he  became  calm  and  cheerful ,  and  on  the 
fox- owing  day,  collecting  his  family  about  him,  conversed  on  ordinary  sub- 
Jecps^  and  at  seven  in  the  evening  desired  thtm  to  order  tea  in  his  room, 
that  he  might  see  one  more  cheerful  meal.  He  looked  happy  when  he  saw  them 
axx  about  the  table,  encouraged  conversation,  and  placing  his  ana  around 
his  poor  wife  who  sat  beside  him  on  the  sofa^  pressed  her  to  his  heart,  and 
expired  so  gently  that  until  a  loud  cry  from  Her  eldest  son  announced  the 

-act,  she  was  not  aware  of  it.  He  died  as  happily,  as  heHas  lived  usefully 
and  honourably. 

BA  degree  of  public  feeling  was  evinced  which  had  seldom  been 
equalled  on  similar  occasions.  The  next  day  the  clinical  lectures  at 
every  hospital  in  Dublin  were  suspended,  the  schools  were  closed  throughout 
the  city,  and  the  Colleges  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shut  up* 

K0n  Tuesday  the  5th  his  remains  were  laid  in  our  beautiful  cemetery 
at  Mount  Jerome,  attended  by  the  noblest  and  most  respectable  in  the  city. 

^ot  vho  least  remarkable  was  the  enormous  crowd  of  the  poor  from  every 
quarter  that  followed.  Even  a  poor  distorted  cripple  limped  from  the  In¬ 
curable  Hospital,  a  distance  of  three  miles,  to  pay  the  last  honour  to  his 
benefactor.  I  have  seen  many  splendid  funerals,  but  never  one  in  which 
the  splendour  was  so  completely  overpowered  and  forgotten  in  the  manifesta¬ 
tion  of  deep  feeling. rf

Many  who  were 
h  loj.  en  whan  he  made  h»  first  inspectoral  trip  are  now  men  and  women 
grown  grey;  many,  doubtless,  have  passed  on;  but  the  lives  of  all 

TnV?fi  U°fn  t0uched  for  the  better  by  his  constant  giving  of  his  best, 
lo  the  teac.ners  under  his  charge  he  brought  svripathy.  encour aperient 
and  counsel;  but  beyond  the  teacher  his  prescient  eve  and  cl  ^ 
always  saw  the  pupil. 

As  inspector,  his  influence  extended  far  beyond  the  bounds  of  the 
county  to  which  he  gave  the  besj:  years  of  his  long  life.  The  depart- 
mem.  of  education  recognized  him  as  one  of  the  foremost  inspectors  in 
tne  province «  He  served  for  years  on  the  Ontario  Educational  Council, 
anu  tnrough  that  body  influenced  -  more  profo\jndly  than  most  people 
appreciate  -  the  educational  policies  of  Ontario.  His  long  educational 
experience,  ^his  intimate  knowledge  of  teachers  and  their  work,  his 
clear  bent  for  practical  results,  made  his  counsels  singularly  useful;

This  confidence  and  affection  Kr.  Colles  won  by  honest  service  and 
practical  sympathy.  He  made  no  pretence  of  being  other  than  he  wa^  a 
plain,  ^  olunt ,  outspolcen  man,  keenly  interested  in  the  furtherance  of 
education.  Political  arts  he  never  practised;  self-advertising  was"

To  an  exceptional  degree  his  life  and  his  work  were  synomomous ♦  Tb€ 
ver^,  best  he  had  to  give  was  unstintedly  given  to  education.  He 
hj.s^  own  work ^  as  a  teacher  at  a  time  when  teaching  was  rewarded  with  a 
negligible  pittance;  he  lived  to  see  the  day  when  a  worthy  novice  in 
the  profession  received  returns  more  adequately  uroportionateho  "

value  oi  her  work;  but,  better  than  this,  it  was  largely  due  to  his 
unremitting  efforts  that  in  his  own  inspectorate  the  public  were  brought  io 
ippreciate  the  importance  of  well-trained  and  well-paid  teachers, 

Eis  pride  in  this  was  expressed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  East  Kent 
Teachers {  Association  when,  in  a  moment  perhaps  intentionally  prophetic 
of  his  approaching  end,  he  announced  his  retirement  at  summer  "if 
not  before."  The  inevitable  he  faced  serenely,  glad  to  continue  actively 
at  work  while  time  was  left  him;  but  he  was  profoundly  touched  by  the 
wonderful  tripute  of  affection  he  received  on  that  occasion  from  the 
teachers  w/fith  whom  he  had  worked. 


He  will  be  missed,  as  few  men  are  missed:  but  consolation  remains  in 
the  example  he  leaves  behind,  of  one  who  was  given  long  years  to  be 
happily  spent  in  useful  service  to  his  fellows,  liore  than  half  a 
century  hence  Canadians  still  living  will  benefit  by  what  he  did  for 
them  in  their  plastic  childhood  days.  Indeed,  while  the  work  of  many 
men  selfishly  airiitious  passes  away,  the  work  of  the  unselfish  educator 
continues  to  untold  generations.
